Dayan << 
PoWs were 
murdered 
in Egypt

Defence Minister Moshe Dayan 
said last night some Israel soldiers 
taken captive by Egypt were mur- 
dered. 

Speaking on Israel Television, Mr. 
Dayan said that, while it is per- 
haps too early to arrive at any de- 
finite conclusions, “one can say... 
that there were cases of people cap- 
tured in good health, or only slightly 
wounded, who in the end did not 
return to us — either they were 
murdered on the way, or perhaps 
during interrogation — Τ᾽ don't 


ee I have not the slightest 
doubt that some of our men who 
were captured in perfect health 
‘were not returned — and I do not 
think that they are in prison or 
alive anywhere else in Egypt. Thus, 
at some stage or another they were 
kiled, murdered. 

“There are those who died of 
wounds while under medical treat- 
Ment, but there are probably also 
cases where they died under inter- 
rogation.” 

Mr. Dayan added, however, that 
the prisoners received decent treat- 
ment from the higher echelons of 
the Egyptian army and adminis- 
tration. “Consequently,” Mr. Dayan 
concluded, “slong with our very 
serious claims about murder at cer- 
tain stages, we must also note the 
positive aspect — the treatment of 
our soldiers in hospitals and other 
places in Egypt.” 

‘The last plane repatriating Israel 
PoWs arrived at Lod yesterday 
Mmorming with 17 soldiers, including 
a Meut-colonel and several Air 
Force pilots. 

A second plane left earlier with 
the last 166 Egyptian PoWs, in- 
cluding a number of colonels and 
Heut.-colonels. 

‘The alrlift, organized by the In- 
ternational Red Cross, sent a total 
of 242 PoWs to Israel — including 
nine men captured prior to the la- 
test war — in exchange for 8,301 
Egyptians and three Iraqi soldiers, 
who were also captured on the 
southern front. 

The total of 241 prisoners re- 
turned to Israel is three more than 
appeared on the original Egyptian 
list. The identity of the three ad- 
ditional prisoners was not released, 
but their names were included in 
the lists published by the Army 
spokesman since the exchange of pri- 
soners began. 

The bodies of six Israelis, who 
were wounded and died in captivity, 
were returned overland, at Km. 101.

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JAPANESE SURRENDER 


F all the industrialized na- 
tions, Japan is the most 
vulnerable to an Arab oil boy- 
cott, as it has to import aknost 
80 per cent of its fuel from 
Middle Eastern sources. It should 
be recalled, however, that Japan 
actually bowed to the Arab eco- 
nomic boycott against Israel 
some 15 years ago. 

For years Japan has refused 
to appoint a resident trade com- 
missioner in Israel or to sign 
economic agreements. The giant 
Japanese conglomerates have 
consistently refused to trade with 
Israel, often preferring to ex- 
port their goods to Israel 
through a third party. Japan 
has not invested money in Is- 
rael and has not included this 
country in any of her technical 
aid schemes. 

But in recent years it appear- 
ed as though the Arab boycott 
had been blocked in Japan: al- 
most haif of our total diamond 
exports went to Japan; agree- 
ment was reached with a leading 
steel manufacturer; Israel or- 
dered a number of ships in 
Japanese dockyards; Japan 
began to buy Jaffa citrus last 
year; and one of the smaller 
Japanese cars became popular 
in Israel. But on major issues 
Japan refused to discuss Jong- 
term agreements with Israel. 

El Al sought in vain to ac- 
quire landing rights in Japan 
and to reach an agreement with 
Japan Airlines. To compensate 
for the lack of meaningful 
growth in economic relations, 
Japan concentrated on improv- 
ing cultural and scientific ties 
and to a limited extent supported 
Japanese studies at our leading 
universities. 

By caving in to Arab pres- 
sure, Japan has strengthened 
the hands of Arab extremists 
who have been encouraged to 
believe that a policy of econo- 
mic retaliation pays. By aban- 


doning her trallitvonal neutra- 


lity in the Middle East conflict, 
Tokyo has lost a good deai of 
freedom in the conduct of for- 
eign policy and has permitted the 
Arab states to dictate to her a 
policy which many Japanese 
have called the most humiliating 
Japanese surrender since World 
War Il. At the same time she 
has exposed herself to pressure 
from the Soviet Union and from 
Communist ina. Ἢ 
Tokyo will never again be 
able to rely on a steady flow of 
Middle Eastern oil, as this has 
become a political football. She 
opted for very short-term gains 
in return for vague Arab pro- 


mises. 
Economic boycott is a_two- 
edged sword, particularly for a 
country that depends entirely 
on its international trade. A 
country that depends so heavily 
on its trade with the United 
States must surely weigh care- 
fully the implications involved. 
Israe] has many friends ab- 
road who will not easily accept 
Japan's quick surrender to Arab 
pressure. They exert some in- 
fluence in international com- 
merce and will have to ask 
themselves whether trading with 
a country which does not honour 
elementary trading norms is 
worth their business. | 
As for Israel, it will be a 
source of great regret if the 
first Asian nation with whom 
Israel established diplomatic re- 
lations, in 1952, will emulate 
the policy of the African na- 
tions and sever diplomatic ties. 
Israel expects more understand- 
ing from a country which has 
witnessed international isolation 
in its modern history. But it 
recognizes that Japan will have 
to be helped by others to with- 
stand brutal pressures. 
Meanwhile, this chapter has 
not added much honour to a 
country that has traditionally 
emphasized honour in its in- 
ternational dealings.

The decisive meeting 


Davar (Histadrut) refers to the 
Egyptians’ apprebension at the pos- 
sible reaction of extremist Arab 
governments at the forthcoming 
conference in Algeria, and the pros- 
pects that they might condemn 
Cairo for “abandoning Arab hon- 
our” or pas$ a resolution along the 
lines of Khartoum which would rule 
out altogether the third phase peace 
talks. Tne Israeli Goverment, aware 
of these considerations on Cairo's 
part, has formulated the guidelines 
for today’s meeting with consider- 
able flexibility. EButthere isa limit 
to the price Israel can agree to pay. 
No haste or pressure from Egypt 
or Washington will force ‘her to pay 
a price that will cancel out her vic- 
tery in war or to make concesslons 
that would give Egypt decisive ad- 
vantages for the peace talks. 

Cairo should realize that the pro- 
posal for disengagement is to her 
advantage as well. On this depend 
the prospects for a settlement and 
peace talks, 

Al Hamishmar (Mapam) warns 
Cairo that negotiathons cannot ‘be 
held and a settlement cannot δὲ 
speeded up under continued threats 
to resume the fighting. That pre- 
elsely is the atmosphere being cre- 
vated as a setting for the meeting 
at Kilometre 101. τ 


“If the Egyptians are not pre- 
pared to accept Israel's original pro- 
posal for disengagement, they should 
‘pring new constructive proposais to 
the meeting, and these will ‘be con- 
sidered by the Israelis.

‘War of the Sons’ may be final 


Tee Yom Kippur War — which 
might perhaps more correctly be 


called the War of the Sons — can both 


ba regarded as the continuation and 
Possibly the final phase of a six- 
year war consisting of four battles: 
the Six Day War, the War of At- 
trition, the War of Terror, and the 
Wear of the Sons. 


During the past six: years “the 


days of fighting outnumbered the P! 


days of quiet. Every battle. of 
course, had its own particular cha- 
racter The waiting period preced- 
ing the Six Day War created the 
impression of an Israel in mortal 
peril, while our swift victory in the 
actual fighting created the opposite 
impression. The War of Attrition pro- 
ceeded in a “leisurely” fashion and 
therefore seemed more of a nuisance 
than a decisive test. The War of 
Terror was the first stage, preceding 
the use of the “oil weapon,” in hit- 
ting atIsrael abroad. Finally, in the 
War of the Sons,enemy aggression 
preceded Israeli reaction, and the 
battle brought days of fateful crisis 
the like of which we had never 
known before. 


World War Two 


In terms of duration, this six-year- 
war can be compared to the Second 
World War (1939-1945). The compa- 
rison ig almost similar in terms of 
weapenry (at least as far as tanks, 
planes and missiles are concerned) 
when we recall that the Germans in 
their attack on Russia used 1,300 
tanks --- 100 fewer than the Syrians 
poured onto the Golan Heightx. 

Yet there is no comparison be- 
tween the series of defeats suffered 
by the Allies and the fact thet during 
its six years of war Israel chalked 
up a series of victories, with al- 
most no serious defeats.

How to hit Arab blackmail 


THE WAR HAS in many ways 
Changed many views and opin- 
‘tons ‘as to our political future. Doves 
are n0t quite so dovish as they were; 
‘hawks are less hawkish. In general, 
the Yom Kippur war has given food 
for much thought to many people and 
tthe effects thereof will doubtless be- 
‘come apparent in due course. From an 
internal point of view, the results of 
the war have not yet been felt, but 
dt is difficult to imagine that it will 
be possible ‘to adopt the line of plus 
¢a changes, plus c’est la meme chose. 

The upheaval which must ultimate- 
dy come following the recent traum- 
‘atic events will affect all aspects of 
society and ultimately bring about 
radical changes, both politically and 
socially. In many directions, the 
public is seeking ways in which to 
express itself, and it would like to 
make its opinions on future issues 
known before the Ume for decision 
arrives. 

This is why I believe that it is 
imperative that the elections be post- 
poned for six months or so, by which 
time the issues about our future will 
be clarified. Only then will lt be pos- 
stble for the Government and the 
Oppesition to come before the people 
and ask for a mandate. Holding elec- 
thons in December merely means 
perpetuating a political system which 
revealed its gross inadequacies when 
faced with the circumstances leading 
up to October 6.

But as we make our agonizing re- 
appraisal, we cannot ignore the situ- 
ation in world Jewry. The Jewish 
response ‘has been impressive beyond 
description. Once again the compiete 
and unqualified loyalty of world 
Jewry ‘has been re-emphasized. Nev- 
ertheless, I feel that just as weak- 
nesses have been revealed in Israel, 
so they have been revealed in world 
Jewry. Apart from the issue of fund 
raising, which ls vital, world Jewtsh 
leadership has not made its mark 
and ‘ras, in fact, been found wanting. 


The fault does not always lie with 
world Jewry. If blame has to be 
‘apportioned, I would lay it primarily 
at the door of the Israeli political 
leadership, which has, over the years 
since the establishment of the State, 
done its best to curb world Jewish 
leadership and bring it into line. The 
days of the Aba Hillel Silvers and 
the Stephen Wises have gone. 

Perhaps the example which springs 
most readily to mind is the failure 
‘of world Jewry to rally in unison, 
against the Arab off boycott. A few 
months ago, I proposed {n these co- 
lumos, in the light of the threats 
vf such a boycott, to set up a central 
Jewlyh economic body which would 
creale a counter-boycott weapon.
